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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is responsive to application 1 0/804,057 filed on March 1 9, 
2004. Claims 1-14 are pending in the application and have been examined by the 
Examiner. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) mailed on March 19, 2004 was 
received and has been considered by the examiner. 

Priority 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

4. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
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art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

Claim 1 specifies a display, and claims, "wherein said display is adapted to 
display said modified image". Upon examination, the Examiner has been unable to 
find any instances in the original specification that teach, "wherein said display is 
adapted to display said modified image". Paragraph 0680 of Publication 
2005/0122399 reads, "When the 'Take" button on an Artcam is half depressed, the 
TFT will display the current image from the image sensor (converted via a simple VLIW 
process). Once the Take button is fully depressed, the Taken Image is 
displayed. When the user presses the Print button and image processing begins, 
the TFT is turned off. Once the image has been printed the TFT is turned on 
again." It appears that the display is used to display an image taken by the camera 
and not a modified image as called for in claim 1 . 

Claims 2-14 are rejected as depending from a rejected claim 1. 
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Double Patenting 

7. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

8. Claims 1-14 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-14 of U.S. Patent No. 6,750,944 in view 
of Kobayashi et al.(US 5,748,228). 



Consider claim 1, US 6,750,944 teaches(see claim 1): 
A portable camera including: 

(a) digital image capture device for the capturing of digital images; 

(b) an inbuilt printer device; 
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(c) a programming language interpreter internally connected to said digital image 
capture device for the manipulation of a digital image captured by said capture device; 

(d) a script input means for inputting a self documenting program script for the 
manipulation and faltering of said captured digital image to produce visual alterations 
thereof, said script input means including a card reader for optically reading a script 
printed as an array of dots on one surface of a portable card; 

wherein said script is interpreted and executed by said interpreter means to 
modify a captured digital image in accordance with said script to produce a digital image 
modified from said captured digital image, wherein said printer device is adapted to print 
said modified image(See Claim 1 ). 

However, claim 1 of US 6,750,944 does not explicitly teach a display, wherein 
said display is adapted to display said modified image. 

Kobayashi et al. are similar to US 6,750,944 in that Kobayashi et al. teach a 
portable camera(figures 3, 4, 7-9, 11, 13, 15, 18, 19) including a digital image capture 
device(2) for capturing digital images(Column 4, lines 1-20). Kobayashi et al. also 
similarly teach of modifying the captured images(The captured images go through 
predetermined processes such as magnification, column 6, line 55 through column 7, 
line 7). 

However, in addition to the teachings of US 6,750,944, Kobayashi et al. teach a 
display(3), wherein said display(3) is adapted to display said modified image(column 6, 
line 30 through column 7, line 7). 
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Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art 
at the time of the invention to include a display adapted to display modified images as 
taught by Kobayashi et al. in the portable camera claimed by Silverbrook et al.(US 
6,750,944), for the benefit of allowing the user to verify a modified image while still 
permitting the camera to have excellent portability( Kobayashi et al., column 6, lines 8- 
20). 

Claims 2-14 of the current application are the same as claims 2-14 of US 
6,750,944, and are therefore rejected using the rationale stated above.
